1. In the fall of 1953 there were 40 private pharmacies in Harbin which received 
supplies without limitations or restrictions from a government store in the 
Fuddadian^subur’b of old Harbin. Seventy percent of the drugs arriving in Harbin 
were from pharmaceutical factories in Shanghai. 2 About 50 or 60 small phar- 
maceutical workshops in Harbin, 3 each employing five or six men, were 
producing drugs such an vitamins, sulfanimid.es, glucose, and calcium. 

2. Foreign manufactured drugs, including American, British, German, Swiss, Italian, 
and Czech manufactured drugs, were available in ample quantities on the local 
markets in Harbin. Included among the foreign manufactured drugs available 
were penicillin, streptomycin, 5 rlmiphon manufactured by Italian Milano and 
Swiss La Roche, and PAS (pa ra-emJ.no salicylic acid ). PAS was available in ■ 
such quantities that its price had fallen considerably during a few months 
before the fall of 1953- 6 

3. The price of drugs in Harbin varied considerably in accordance with their 
places of manufacture.. American manufactured drugs were in greater demand, 7 
although they were much more expensive than other drugs. Two hundred thousand 
units of American manufactured penicillin cost JMP 18,000, while the same 
amount of Soviet manufactured penicillin cost JMP 8,000. Two hundred thousand 
units of American manufactured streptomycin cost JMP 60,000; Swiss manufactured 
streptomycin cost JMP' 21,000 for 200,000 units; and Soviet manufactured strep- 
tomycin cost JMP 24,000 for 200,000 units. One tablet of locally manufactured 
sulfathiazole cost JMP 300, and compared with JMP 3*000 for one tablet of foreign 
manufactured sulfathiazole.
